
As previously stated, the D avid Brantley Dices c ame to thi s_g_rea 
in 1917. *‘ When we came to Kendall/' Mrs. Dice recalls, "the re was 
n ot hing here but a I ittIe store approximate]y 2O' x 20* and a po stoffi ce 
containing __four_combjii gtion b oxes. The store had beenjowned by Mr. 
Hinson — ole man Hinson, as he was called — but Dan Killian had just 
bought it.. Mr. Hinson lived where the Rare Bird Farm is which / at that 
time, was F lag Iei^ Groves. 

" We c ame to Dade County jn .J.910,. but not to_KendalI. Unti I 
1916 we lived up at Little River, but Mr. Dice had an uncle here, so.we 
came on down to Kendall and have been here ever since. Mr. Dice farmed, 
but later operated a little store which was located on the present site of 
the FCendall Feed Store. (Mrs. Dice still resides, in a most attractive 
two-story apartment adjacent to the Kendall Feed Store, with her front 
door on the Dixie Highway.) 

, "Before_we „hqd _the store we lived ou t nea r old Fairglade Dairy 
iS on Smoak R oad. I well remember how the Indi ans wouId.comejup_OA my 
porch and! o ok in through the windows. They would point and talk among 
themselves but, of course, I could not understand what they were saying. 
They were on their way to Dan Killian's store to trade their deerskins. 
The Indians had great big graters for the coontie root which they would 
dig up and make starch out of. 

"In those days to go to Miami we all took a little train. It came 
from Homestead every morning at 9 a.m. and returned about four in the 
afternoon. 

"When the P.T.A. was first started, everybody went and took 
cake and just about everything you can think of for refreshments. I 
remember one time Mrs. Clark served tuna fish salad, and it was mighty 
good." 

Mrs. Dice's grandsons James Robert Dice and David Brantly 
Dice, Jr., attended Kenwood, Brantly having graduated just last year. 

By 1923 when the Deas family arrived in Kendall, the_crqss£pgds 

had_grown into a small country village with two grocery stores, one 

filling _.sta tion , and a postoffice. AItho ugh there wereles s_than 100 

regis tqred voters, in 1926 a Citizens' Committee was organized of which 
Mr. Deas was a member. After the committee bonded itself, plans were 
immediately instigated to build the Kendall School. This action seems 
especially commendable since during the 20's this area in general lost 
many of the large farmers who moved up the east coast where the pros¬ 
pects of greater yields seemed more promising. 
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
